‘The “fog of war” is lifting slightly 
and the broad outlines of the military 
situation in Southern Ireland begin to be 


visible. The capital is safe and free. The 
National Army has vindicated the Govern-. 


ment’s authority in the whole of Leinster 
and throughout the midlands. In the 
counties of Sligo, Mayo and Donegal 
irregular forces maintain a guerilla war- 
fare which is troublesome and inflicts sore 
hardships on the people, but presents no 
military problem of a serious kind. The 
Government's real task lies in the South, 


| and there would be no profit in an attempt 


to under-rate its difficulties, A line drawn 
between Limerick and Waterford is the 
northern boundary of an area in which 
considerable forces of irregulars continue 
to defy the will of the Irish people. This 
territory includes the counties of 
Limerick, Cork, Kerry, Waterford and a 
part of Tipperary; and some of its chief 
towns are in the irregulars’ hands. The 
Government’s task is to suppress the re- 
volt so thoroughly in this large area that 
the countryside will be relieved for ever 
of a lawless tyranny and that the nation's 
path to peace and ordered progress will be 
clear. On such a task the most ex- 
perienced commander of armies would not 
care to set a strict limit of ti . It means 
heavy fighting if the irregulars persist in 
their mad resistance. It may put a con- 
siderable strain on the nation’s resources 
in men and money. Yet the task is one of 
stern necessity, and time is of the essence 


of the Government’s contract with the 
Irish people. Nobody will seek to bind 


the new Army Council down to a term of 
days or weeks; but there is urgent need 
of quick action, of decisive action, of 
action on a large scale. The country's 
very existence is at stake because its life- 
blood is pouring through the daily wounds 
which the authors of anarchy are inflicting 
on it. We printed yesterday an official 
report from Army Headquarters on the 
nature and extent of the irregulars’ 
ravages in the South and West. They 
seem to be engaged everywhere in a cam- 
paign of sheer and wanton ruin. Railways 
and roads have been destroyed; whole 
towns have been looted; trade is para- 
lysed; there is a danger of a grave 
shortage of food supplies. The end of the 
present conflict is inevitable ; but its pro- 
longation may exhaust Ireland beyond the 
last hope of recovery. For this reason 
alone the people must stand solidly behind 
the Government and the Government must 
ask, and must receive, from the people.all 


things that are needed, in men, money and 


brains, for the swift and final triumph of 
the people’s cause. There are still in 
Southern Ireland resources of patriotism, 
skill and courage which stand waiting— 
eagerly waiting—to obey the Government's 
call, 


France’s Awakening. 


From 1871 until the outbreak of the 
European War France pursued a policy 
of Realpolitik which was the admiration 
of Christendom. Victory, however, seemed 
to change the whole French mind. As 
soon as Germany's defeat became assured 
moderation was flung to the winds. Lip- 
service was paid to President Wilson's 
lofty ideals; but as soon .as MM. 
Clemenceau, who had been the darling 
of the French nation, began to show signs 
of acquiescence in a liberal policy towards 
Germany and the other defeated Central 
Powers he was hounded out of office. The 
great mass of France's population is com- 
posed of decent, peace-loving folk, who 
hate war and are anxious to live on good 
terms with their neighbours. As in many 
other countries, however, a vociferous 
minority of “‘diehards’’ controls a very 
large and influential section of the Press 
and has a Parliamentary representation 
which is out of all proportion to its real 
strength. This minority, of which M. 
Poincaré has been the mouthpiece, has 
succeeded in moulding public opinion 
throughout the country to its views, with 
the result that every effort on the part 
of Britain and Italy to make a reasonable 
settlement with the Germans has been 
wrecked. “ Vae victis’’ has been the watch- 
word of French policy since the Armistice. 
The complete disi> tegration of the German 
Reich has been its aim. 

In order to retain the support of the 
French people for its policy M. Poincaré’s 
Government was forced to conduct a cam- 
paign of propaganda which was very harm- 
ful in its effects. Germany was repre- 
sented as a land flowing with milk and 
honey, and the French public was kept 
supplied with punctual German “scares,” 
Secret armies were discovered in Bavaria; 
another Scharnhorst was preparing a 
repetition of the post-Tilsit manoeuvre ; 
and France was'in more or less imminent 
danger of treacherous attack. Under the 
cover of this propaganda the French 
Government was able to tell Britain and 
Italy that no concession must be made to 
Germany. The full amount of the repara- 
tions bill, as fixed by the famous London 
Conference, must be paid with the 
minimum delay and no mercy must be 
shown to an enemy from whom no mercy 
ever had been expected. M. Poincaré and 
his predecessors went even further, They 
refused to recognise the existence of 
a Budget deficit and mortgaged future 
payments from Germany. Up to a certain 
point this policy succeeded quite well; 
but then the mark began to fall. At first 
the French people did not take much 
notice of the movement; but now their 
financial position is beginning to be 
affected. With the mark at 2,000 to the £ 


reparations on a large scale are impossible, 


and at last France is alarmed, 

The Paris Correspondent of The Times 
reports a general movement towards the 
Left. The French people realise. now 
that Germany is in a bad way, and 


they are gravely concerned over the possi- 
bility of a further collapse in the value 


of the mark. To what extent the popular. 
alarm will be reflected in the official 
attitude towards Germany we ‘cannot 
say; but the French people are very 
thorough and, having recognised their 
ne they are not likely to repeat. it.’ 
M. Poincaré’s personal position is rather | 
delicate. He has been the head, and front | 
ef tho anti-German campaign, When | 


| Britain and Italy at Cannes were willing | 


to come to terms with the late Dr. 

Rathenau, M. Poincaré brought about M. 

Briand’s fall aud wrecked the whole Con- 

ference. He enjoys immense popularity 

in France; and, if he adjusts his policy 
to the changed and changing circum- | 
stances, he probably will be able to | 
rémain in office during the lifetime olf 

the present Chamber. There can be no 

question, howéver, of a return to the old 

tactics. Germany’s plight must be ad- 

mitted openly ; and, if the Allies are wise, 

they will hold a round-table conference— 

not a meeting of the Supreme Council— 

to discuss the best way of saving her from 

Austria’s fate. If France co-operates with 

the other European Powers, something 

may be done and she may be able to re- 

cover some of the money which Germany 

owes to her. If, on the other hand, she 

stands aloof, Germany will perish and 

there will be no indemnity ‘for anybody. 


A Sicilian Bandit. 


Sicily remains the home of classical 
brigandage. An outlaw who has been 
arrested at Catania possesses all the 
qualities that have endeared Robin Hood 
to many generations of Englishmen. Turi 
Rapisarda became a brigand at the age 
of nineteen. His haunt was the ravines 
of Etna, and, though a big price was put 
upon his head, he always. evaded capture. 
The peasants were his devoted admirers, 
because he protected them from “ common 
criminals,’ righted the poor man's 
wrongs, and obliged young men to marry 
girls whom they had abandoned. During 
the war Rapisarda was a most active 
patriot. He “did his bit” by hunting 
down deserters who had taken to the 
mountains and compelling them to return 
to the trenches. He was followed neariv 
always by three fierce mastiffs ; but a weak 
ago, relaxing his vigilance, he went to a 
dance where he was surprised and 
captured. Three revolvers and two daggers 
were found on his. romantic person. 
Already thousands »° signatures have been 
subscribed to a petition for his release. 
In one respect this Sicilian bandit, with 
all his medieval attributes, is an up-to- 
date fellow. Since he has been in prison 
he has “gone on hunger-strike.”’ 


Crime in London. 


An interesting feature of the report of 
the Commissioner of the London Metro- 
politan Police for the past year is the 
decline which is shown in the main 
groups of crime, as compared not only with 
recent years, but also with 1913. Indict- 
able offences have remained stationary. 
Crimes of violence, excluding political out- 
rages, have been few in number. Murders 
have numbered twenty, and eleven 
murderers committed suicide. Crimes 
against property have shown little varia- 
tion, but thefts of motor cars were more 
numerous. In this respect the negligence 
of owners has been conspicuous. Of 624 
cars and motor-cycles which were stolen, 
394 were left unattended in the streets. 
The report pays a compliment to the 
unemployed. “ The genuine workman,”’ it 
says, “even when unemployed, is rarely 
disposed to rioting and plunder.” The 
Metropolitan Force on December 31st, 1921, 
was 299 under strength, and, owing to the 
need for economy, recruiting has been sus- 
pended ; but the standard of the men has 
been raised. Economies in the horseman- 
ship branch have resulted in a saving of 
£34 per horse per year. 


American Strikes. 


While Labour disputes in the United 
Kingdom are assuming a more peaceful 
aspect, they are taking a very formidable 
shape in the United States. At present 
some 1,500,000 men are on strike—a 
“record” number. Moreover, most of the 
strikers belong to the coal-mining and 
railway trades, where the average wage is 
more than £1 per day. As the coal 
miners have been on strike for nearly 
fourteen weeks, it is estimated that the 
strike already has cost them £35,000,000. 
This loss infficts a still greater loss upon 
the country. The trouble is spreading, 
and the postal department is considering 
the cost of employing motor vehicles :f 
the strike should paralyse the. posta] ser- 
vicés. Hitherto the United States Govern- 
ment has done everything in its power to 
avoid a conflict with Labour. Compromise 
has followed compromise ; but now'a clear 
issue has been raised, and President 
Harding's latest statements show that the 
Government -proposes to take a firm 
stand.

of business. There always existed a strong 
hope that the men who seized the Four Courts 


would vacate them, but that hope 


perished with 


the blowing up and burning of the whole series 
of buildings which constituted the Supreme 


Courts. : 


What can now be done? It would be idle to 
deny that Henrietta street is inconvenient and 
undesirable as a legal centre. As a sort of stop- 
gap arrangement it has.served its purpose, but 
it is impossible as a permanent home for the 
courts. A change to more suitable quarters 1s 
an urgent ‘necessity, Where can they be found? 
Members of the Bench, and also ‘members of 
the Bar, solicitors, and officials have been con- 
sidering the question, and various suggestions 


have been made. 


One proposal, which at first found some 
f@vour, was to transfer the Courts and offices 
to the premises in St. Stephen's Green formerly 
occupied by the College of Science, and now 


used by the Board of Works. 


If this place 


were selected, however, new premises, would 
have io be found for the Board of Works, and 
other obvious difficulties would arise. In addi- 
tion, St. Stephen’s Green might be said to be 
an inconvenient site. and, indeed, the more this 
place was considered the less attractive did it 


appear 


Opinion has now become centred on the Vice- 
regal apartments in Dublin Castle as the most 
suitable place available. There 1s ample space 
for the range of courts that are necessary, as 
well as for the indispensable office accommoda- 
tion for the official staff. The members of the 
Bar think that St. Patrick’s Hall could easily 
be converted into an ideal Library, while the 
Privy Council Chamber, the Drawing Rooms, 
Throne Room, etc., would be sufficient to afford 


space for the various courts. 


The old courts at the Four Courts were much 


too large, and smaller rooms would probably 


be welcomed by all interested m legal affairs. 
Tho whole of the office staff could be ac- 


commodated in the various 


buildings at- 


tached to the Viceregal portion of the Castle; 
and should this plan be adopted as the best 
that can be thought of at the moment, the 
writer has reason to believe that it would be 


received with approva! by 


the very large 


number of people who are interested in this 


matter. 


Dublin Castle is now the property of the Irish 
Government, but in some respects it is a sort 
of ‘‘ white elephant."" For sentimental reasons 
it is not likely to be adopted as the permanent 
seat of government, and what to do with the 
place was becoming a difficult problem. The 
buildir “ that are now vacant, and others ‘hat 
will shortly Be vacated. are numerous and com- 
modious, and it -would be matter for much 
regret if they were not put to vublic use. The 
Accountant’s Departrhent of the Post Office, 
which was burned out in the fire in Sackville 
street, has already found a temporary home 
in the Castle, bunt there is still an abundance 


of space avaiable for the Courts 


The military headquarters offices of the 
Dublin district, a large house in the rear of 


the Viceregal apartments, will 


also become 


vacant next month, as well as the adjoining 
Ship street Barracks and the police barracks, 
These buildings: will add substantially to the 
places at the disnosal of the Government. The 
suggestion to adapt them to the purposes of 
law courts and offices deserves serious considera- 
tion.. The Castle is centrally situated, and as 
the old site of the F ur Courts will probablv 
remain for some years in its present ruined 
state, there appears to be no serious difficulty 
or objection to converting these vacant premises 
at the Castle to the purpose suggested. 

The extreme urgency of obtaining suitable 
court offices has been emphasised by Mr. Justice 
Dodd. the Judge of the Probate Division, who 
stated in his court that the work of the Probate 
Registry could not be carried on under present 
conditions. It had at present no place for 
pavers or registers. It needed an adequate 


Office, adequately suopnlied, and 


it could not 


wait. No effort. added his lordshin. could te 
made now to classify or arrange the accumu- 
lated documents.

' THE BUDGET PROPOSALS.

The House of Commons said good-by 
to the Finance Bill this afternoon. “With 
the exception of a few minor concessions, 
the Bill embodies the Budget proposals 
as they were originally introduced in Apri! 
last. From the outset. the Chancellor oí 


the Exchequer made it plain that the 
stringent financial conditions rendered it 


impossible for him to give much away Jn 


the shape of relief from taxation. 
There was nothing remarkable about — 
this afternoon's valedictory speeches, Mr. 
Asquith felt it incumbent upon him to 
come down and twit the Chancellor upon. 
having drawn so large a draft upon the 
ibilities and probabilities of the 
go This was a udget of hopes, and, 
though the Chancellor had all his . good 
wishes, he personally was very doubtful 
whether the anticipated revenue would be 
realised, though he hoped that he might 
prove to be a false bhl An excellent 
speech came from Mr. William Graham, 
who, though one of the youngest members 
of the Labour Party in the House of Com- 
mons, has already proved himself one oi 
their mo valuable assets. Highly 
educated, an authority on social, indus- 
trial, and economic quéstions, Mr. Graham 
would be a decided acquisition to the 
Front Opposition Bench, and, indeed, he 
is already spoken of as Chancellor of the. 
Exchequer in any future Labour Ministry. 
The failure to induce the Chancellor to 
take something off beer was a very sore 
oint with many members. Mr. Ammon, 
owever, was not convinced that the 
agitation for the reduction of the beer 
duties was a real one. He suggested tha: 
it had been got up outside by interested 
arties and that the working man had 
n made the stalking horse. 


ENCOURAGING RETURNS, 


The Chancellor, in the course of his 
reply, gave the House the cheering infor 
mation that, so far, the estimates of 
revenue had been entirely justified. He 
brushed away the arguments of the Labou 
Party that this was a rich man’s Budget 
as absurd, and, dealing with the demané 
for a capital levy, pointed out that this 
doctrine, if accepted, would defeat its own 
end by destroying the very source of en 
ploymént. The Chancellor proceeded 
quote figures for the purpose of showin: 
that the suspension of the sinking fund 
was a wise step, and said that everything 
pointed to the increasing financial stability 
of the country-as_a whole. He confessed 
that the financiai position of Europe was 
very serious, and trat it would have to he 
the subject of anxious consideration 
between the Allies. : : 

Mr. Neil Maclean, on behalf of the 
Labour Party, had the last word, and then 
the motion for rejection wag rezatiyed 
without a division and the Bill was read a 
third time. 

The debate on the honours motion will 
be most interesting. Although the Govern 
ment Whips will be put on for the 
division, it is understood that the motion 
‘will not. be met with a direct negative on 
the part of the Government, but that pro- 
goes will be put forward which, the 

overnment expects, will prove acceptable 
to a large majority of the members. These 
proposals have not yet been definitely de- 
cided upon, but it is not improbable that 
they will be limited to rules for the pre- 
paration of any future list of honours. It 
is, of course, nothing unusual for the 
recipient of honours to give a contribution 
to the funds of the party in which he. 
believes ; and, if the recipient is otherwis: 
suitable and deserving of an honour, there 
can be no objection to such a contribution 
Safeguards may be set up fo ensure this 
standard, and, if phroet ve they will be « 
useful addition to the methods now pre- 
vailing for the safeguarding of honours 
Once upon a time honours were announced 
in the newspapers without anv explanation 
whatever; but now they are generall; 
accompanied by an explanation of what the 
recipient has done to secure then”

HEAVY FIRING REPORTED. 


News received from Limerick last night, 
through a gentleman who had just arrived in 
Dublin by motor car from that city, was to the 
effect that when he left om Thursday night rifle 
and machine gun fire was preva!ent.

SECOND WARNING.

If this had no effect, the guard were to 
fire, but not to kill. The pm persisted 
till fired at, and, after the first volley. i 
diately retired from the windows. The only 
casualties among the prisoners are two slight 
flesh wounds. 

“While the shots were being fired in the 
air, the prisoners hurled bricks and other 
missiles at the guard. Since their surrender 
they have shown the destructive violence and 
the insolence which characterised their be- 
haviour before they displayed their white flag.

GREAT ' INDIGNATION 
IN PARIS, 


An acknowledged anarchist fired two re- 
volver shots at a motor car in which he 
believed M. Millerand, the President of 
France, to be riding in Paris yesterday. 

M. Naudin, the Prefect of Police, was 
in the motor car. He was uninjured, but 
a woman was slightly wounded. 

The anarchist was. arrested, He gave 
his name. as Gustave Bouvet, a French 
citizen, and said that he meant to fire at 
the President’s car as a demonstration to 
call attention to the situation of the pro- 
letariat. He had no wish, however, to kill 
the President.

ANARCHIST OUTRAGE, 


Yesterday was France’s National Fete day. 
The streets were gaily decorated, and thronged 
with holiday-makers. 

The President, accompanied by the Chief 
Officers of State, and escorted by Algerian 
spahis, went to Longchamps to review the 
troops. The Diplomatic Corps was fully repre- 
sented, and a large number of British and 
American residents and visitors were present. 

It was on the return journey that the attempt 
was made on the life of M. Millerand. The 
review was held at 8 o'clock in the morning, and 
the progession returned at 11, As it was pass- 
ing through the Avenue do Marigney a man 
pressed to the front of the crowd lining the 
pavement, drew a pistol from his pocket, and 
fired at the second motor car, 

It is usual for such processions to be led by a 
vehicle occupied by police officers, followed 1m- 
mediately by the President's car, but on this 
oceasion there were two cars of police. 

Bouvet is a well-known Anarchist, and eye 
witnesses say that he was noticed to have his 
hands in his pockets. As the cars moved by he 
pushed his way to the front, drew a revolver, 
and fired twice at the second vehicle. A woman 
spectator who was standing on a chair on the 
opposite side of the street was struck in the 


arm. 
‘*LYNCH HIM.” 


In a moment a police cyclist in the procession 
dashed at the assailant, who was seized by 
many hands, while cries of “Lynch him” were 
raised. Police rushed to the spot, rescued the 
man from the infuriated people, and took him 
to the police station in Avenue des Champs 
Elysee. 

Here the man was found to be carrying two 
revolvers and twenty-five cartridges. 

The news of the attack spread through the 
crowds in a few seconds.’ The President re- 
ceived an ovation, congratulatory messages 
being shouted all along the route. M. Millerand 
was very touched by the spontaneous expres- 
sions of loyalty. 

Bouvet admits having been the secretary of 
an anarchist association, and says that-he has 
served a sentence of a year’s imprisonment for 
spreading anarchist propaganda. 


UNIVERSAL SYMPATHY.

The shooting outrage in Paris this morning, 
directed, as it was, against the President, has 
evoked a chorus of sympathy with M. Millerand.

PREMIER AND THE 
PRINCE. 


SUCCESS OF INDIAN 
MISSION, 


FAITH IN THE FUTURE. 
————__— 


The: Prime Minister gave a dinner at 10 
‘Downing street last evening to the Prince of 
Wales, on his return from his Eastern tour. 
There was a large party of guests, chiefly 
Ministers of the Crown, representatives of the 
Overseas Dominions, and Departmental Under- 
Secretaries, 

In a speech of welcome, Mr. Lloyd George 
said that no Prince of Wales could be 
held to have entered fully into the inheritance 
awaiting him till he had visited and seen with 
his own eyes the enthralling Asiatic régime of 
the’ King-Emperor’s vast realm. There were 
many men of deep devotion to the Throne who 
felt doubts as to the wisdom of a visit to India 
under the conditions that then existed, but the 
Prince felt, and rightly felt, that it was the 
duty of the heir of so glorious a Throne not to 
wait until the glass was high and the roses 
were in bloom before he visited the people over 
whom he would one day be called upon to 
reign. If he was to understand them—and 
without understanding them he could not 
govern them—he should see them in all weathers 
and all moods. 

Every report from India spoke in terms of 
thrilling gratitude of the beneficent effect of 
the Prince’s tour upon even the most troubled 
provinces of that great continent. We are glad 
to see him back, the Premier: continued, but 
we rejoice that he went. We are now getting 
accustomed to great missions, greatly discharged 
by the Prince of Wales. In many wie this 
last has been the greatest of them all. We all 
now say to him—** Take a holiday, have a good 
rest and a good time; no one has ever better 
deserved both.” 

In his reply, the Prince of Wales said:—In 
the short time at my disposal | had oppor- 
tunities of meeting representatives of all classes, 
many of the native rulers, and a great number 
of Indians who fought in the war, and I left 
India an optimist. Some difficulties there must 
be in the way of smooth and peaceful realisa- 
tion of our ideals, for with the aftermath of 
war and the present economic stringency, with 
the advance of civilisation and education into 
unfamiliar fields, conflicta of ideas are inevit- 
able; but the wise hand of our distinguished 
Governor-General is on the helm, and the new 
Legislatures are facing their tasks with energy, 
patience, and courage. 

His Royal Highness added that during his 
absence he was not unmindful of home difi- 
culties. He had particularly at heart the un- 
employment problem, and he earnestly hoped 
that the world was on the eve of recovery, 


LESSONS OF THE HAGUE, 


IMPOSSIBLE STAND, 


THE HAGUE, Friday. 

At to-day’s meeting of the Credits Sub- 
Commission with the Russians, Commander 
Hilton . Young pointed out that the Russian 
Government had asked for £330,000,000 in 
credits, He was, he said, quite  pre- 
pared’ to believe that the recoustruction 
of Russia required no less a sum than that, 
but es regards the business structure of 
the Russian reconstruction plan, the manner 
in which that plan was put forward showed a 
most profound misconception of present facts 
and future possibilities. 

So profound were these misconceptions that 
any further discussions in this Sub-Commission 
could not be profitable. 

“Let us hope,” he continued, - “ that the 
time may come when the Russian Government 
will envisage this question of credits from a 
different point of view, so that discussion can 
be profitably resumed. We have been told 
that it is useless to refer the Russian Govern- 
ment to the private holder of capital. Let me 
emphasis6é my most strong conviction that it 
is useless to do otherwise.” 

“ Our Government have no capital themselves 
to invest directly in Russian reconstruction. 
Even if they had it. would be the taxpayers’ 
money, and it would be absolutely illegitimate 
for them to put it into any investment in which 
the taxpayer himself would not have invested it. 

“The Governments can do something to assist 
Russia in her search for credits, and give en- 
ecouragement by such methods as the British ex- 
port. credits scheme, Trade Facilities Act, and 
proposed international co-operation; but even 
though the Governments could help to open the 
door they could not compel any one to pass 
through it. 

“ People would not be willing to support these 
encouragements unless confidence had been re- 
stored in Russia. In thig restoration it is essen- 
tial that Russia should reset the keystone for 
all eredit—namely, recognition of the binding 
force of obligatiéns solemnly contracted. 

“There is no financial blockade of Russia im- 
posed by the policy of any Government. The 
only Governmitnt whose policy imposes a finan- 
cial ‘blockade upon Russia is the Russian Go- 
vernment itself, 

“The insistence of the Russians upon the 
concentration of all credits in the hands of the 
Russian Government places an _ insuperable 
obstacle in the path of those who are able and 
willing to find capital for Russian reconstruc- 
tion. No amount of encouragement from the 
Governments would induce investors at the pre- 
sent time to risk their money in the reconstruc- 
tion of Russia unless they had a reasonable 
share in the control and management of the 
ee in which their money was being 
used. 


NO CONFIDENCE IN SOVIET, 


“There is no confidence in the efficient manage- 
ment of these enterprises in the hands of the 
Soviet Government. The less direct connection 
any concern had with that Government the 
better was its position for obtaining. credits.. The 
group least favourably rlaced for . obtaining 
credita is the Russian vernment, and the 
group most favourably placed for that purpose 
comprises the individual Russian peasant if he 
is enabled again to contro! and sell the whole of 
his produce.” 

The British Delegation, he continued, came io 
the Hague both willing and eager to find some 
means for the restoration of the productive 
power of Russia and the reconstitution of 
the foreign trade of Russia, as paralysis of 
Russia's trade reflected itself in depression and 
unemployment in Western Europe, 

“It is with infinite regret that we are pre- 
vented from finding such means by the obstacles 
erected by the Russian Government. I am, 
however, confident that, in the course of time, 
these obstacles will be cast down. It is 
impossible for a nation,. which desires to share 
in modern civilisation, indefinitely to reject the 
common basis of: credit and the financial con- 
fidence upon which the foundation of modern 
civilisation is constructed.” 


M. LITVINOFF’S COMPLAINT, 


M. Krassin then reviewed the work of the Con- 
ference, and M. Litvinoff complained of the 
campaign of the Press against Russia, and 
asked, ' What are your demands? you say that 
you want to have certain privileges for the for- 
mer owners, if they return, and that they 
should be placed in a more favourable position 
than new concessionaires.” - 

The Chairman of the Sub-Commission, Baron 
Avezzana, Italy, pointed out that this was not 
the case, and said, “ If your remarks are to be

A MATTER FOR REJOICING, 


In a leading article dealing with the attenipt 
to assassinate the. President of the French 
Republic, 7'he T'imes to<day says :—France has 
been spared a repetition of the tragedy which 
England has so recently had to mourn, and 
everyone in this country will join the Frénch 
in heartfelt congratulations to M. Millerand on 
his fortunate escape. That will be our instine- 
tive response to the sympathy witn which they 
received the news of Sir Henry Wilsoy's tragic 
fate. 

M. Millerand, as soon as he realised what had 
happened, showed the same calm courage as M. 
Clemenceau when he, too. narrowly escaped 
death in the year following the Armistice. His 
assailant is a neurotic, fanatical youth of the 
type which is deluded and driven to these 
horrible crimes against society by the cxtremist 
en of the party to which they belong. 
t is a calamity that men of this perverted 
frame of mind, nearly always young, and, for- 
tunately, few in number, should have it in their 
power to take, or to attempt to take, the valu- 
able lives of men of such proved worth and 
ability as M. Millerand. 

All the more is it a matter for general re- 
_joicing that in this instance the assassin failed 
in his object, and that M. Millerand has been 
preserved to preside over the destinies of the 
great country which he has so faithfully loved 
and served.

NO TIME TO BE LOST, 


The Berlin Correspondent of ‘The Times 
writes :—There seems to be some idea in London 
and Paris of waiting to see what happens to 
the mark before a reply is drafted to the 
German demand for a moratorium. This would 
be a grievous mistake. There is no time to 
be lost. Whatever may have been the real 
causes of the original depression of the German 
currency, it is fairly clear now that the 
stabilisation of the mark is a question of re- 
establishing confidence in Germany's future for 
the next few years. 

Last week the whole of Germany was con- 
vinced for various reasons that the mark was 
going to fall, and fall it did. Since then 
every event which could be interpreted as 
baving some ring on Germany’s welfare has 
made itself felt on the Bourse for good or evil. 
To-day the news that the Reparations Commis- 
son was demanding the payment of the July 
instalment after al! sent the price of the dollar 
from 447 to 476 marks.’ If the reply to the 
German Note is slow in coming, it will be 
taken to mean that there are differences among 
the Allies, and panic wil] take hold of the 
market again,

A Massing Colony. 


I wish that I could be enthusiastic like that

The correspondent, who is himself, 
quite, obviously, a naturalist of parts, thinks 
that the departure of the terns, which occurred 
on June 26th, was due to the failure of their 
usual food supply. My own view is that they 
had private information that there was going 
to be trouble in Dubiin, and decided to get 
away while the going wag good. 

Birds are very sensitive about these things— 
particularly about noises, which they can feel 
much farther away than human beings can hear 
them, and probably long before the noise is 
actually made. Every year, of course, we read 
of the rebin that has built its nest in a pail- 
way tunnel or inside one of the electric com- 
ranv's turbines. That ie because, from a 
bird’s point of view, there are noises 
and noises. myself can, for  ex- 
ample, warble quite préttily in an office where 
linetype machines are clanking 
away as hard as they can. It is a question of 
what wou are used to. I think that the terns 
realised that within forty-eight hours of their 
departure—if they did not depart—their ears 
would be stunned with a very disagreeable 
Loommg and popping, such as might well 
cayse any immature seafowl to turn in 
ie egg. I do not press this theory; but I do 
maintain that war and goology—an_ integral 
part of the Sabine farm stuff—do not go to- 
gether, - . 

On the eame date when the terns departed 
there was posted to me from England a valu- 
parcel containing a number of rare and 
eaterpillars intended as exhibits 
PX in the “Zoo's” unrivalled collection of 
nicro-fauna.

GOLF TOPICS. 
AMERICANS AND BRITISH 
AMATEURS. 


- 


The cat is out of the bag, and now we 
know why certain players who were strong in 
the running for inclusion in the British team 
which is to tour the United States in the 
autumn were dropped at the !ast moment. 

It appears that before the team to represent 
Great Britain was selected the names were sul 
mitted to the United States Golfing Associa- 
tion—that is the obvious inference in the light 
of what followed—and that body wrote to St. 
Andrews that if three certain golfers were 
chosen they would not be invited to compete 
for the American amateur championship. 
Therefore, the British team builders, “in the 
best interests of our good relationship with 
American golfers, while making no reflection 
on the status of any player in Great Britain,” 
considered it desirable that “ each and every ” 
member of the British team should scrupulously 
conform with the American definition of 
amateurism. That definition is certainly as 
rigid as even the nrost ardent American amateur 
would wish. Probably there was ample reason 
for framing and enforcing it in the States, 
where the tendency, even in the realms of 
sport, is for every man to make as many dollars 
as possible in the least possible time, and by 
any and every means. But at | esent, at all 
events, there does not seem to ‘e any urgent 
necessity for an alteration in the  etinition of 
an amateur, so far as British ~olf is conccrned. 
Only in one particular might it with advantage 
be altered. ie 

There can be no two opinions about: the 
status of a golfer who travels all over the 
country constructing or reconstructing golf 
courses. That work, until comparatively 
recently, was performed by the ;+rofessional cr 
on his advice, and for any amateur to encroa‘h 
on the professionals’ preserves by setting up ¢s 
a golf course architect 1s a practice that shouid 
be discouraged. ! 


A DIFFERENT MATTER. 


It is quite a different matter for a rolfer to 
take up an agency for the sale of balls or other 
golfing requisites. Every industry, avery busi- 
ness, is represented by agents or travellers, 
whose duty it is to bring the goods manufac- 
tured or stocked by his firm prominently before 
the public. Without such agents or travellers 


“there could be very little business transacted, 


and our industries would ‘suffer injury. The 
manufacture and sale of golf balls is, after all, 
an important industry, in which many, thousands 
of operatives are enga ed. The competition 
between the various ball manufacturers is ex- 
ceptionally keen, and to exploit their wares it is 
“up to” the manufacturers to engage expert 
agents, men who are capable of demonstrating 
t superiority, where it exists, of the balls 
made by the firm which they represent, 

It may be argued that such agents encroach 
on the preserves of the professional, but 
they do not, £0 far as know. 
take it tha: these “ travellers adopt 
the ordinary methods of. the commercial 
by calling on the professional for his order, 
and then sending it on to headquarters. There 
is no hardship on the pro. in that. I would 
however, that for a ball agent to ignore 
the presence. of a pro, at a club, and to 
solicit orders from individual members, would 
be tantamount to an infringement on the 
rights and privileges of a professional. 

So long as these expert agents c@nfine them- 


selves to the advertising of balls or soliciting 


of orders, and do not go in for club-making, 
teaching, or constructing golf courses, few out- 
side the circle of cranks and those who look 
down from dizzy heights. on the “ artisan 
olfer.” would feel inclined to question their 
na fides as amateurs. After all, there are 
few branches of British sport so clean,”’ so 
far ae its amateurs are concerned, as golf,

OLD IRISH ART. 
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Some Priceless National 
Heirlooms. 


HE gathering together of the work of 
Irish artists and craftsmen to be ex- 
hibited next month '' in commemoration 
ayd, romembrance " of Queen Tailte, 
sets one thinking of men whose brows 
might have worn the laurel on similar occasions 
in days gone by. We may suppose, if we like, 
that Eochaid, son of Erc, the last king of the 
Firbolgs, lost his crown owing to an injudicious 
elk-bone drawing of a Tuatha de Danaan soap 
merchant; that the Queen herself did a little 
in water-colours, or that Lugh Lamhthada was 
another Lionardo da Vinci, and devised a 


circular—the archaeologists will not think it 
worth their whilé to contradict us. . 
Gold, at all events, was plentiful in Ireland 


eighteen hundred years or more before e 
Christian Era, was worn and wrought into many 
beautiful forms @ith marvellous skill, consider- 
ing the tools and appliances at their disposal, by 
patient craftsmen of whose names a per- 
sonalities we know nothing.

ferred from the 

crnaménts of undoubted Irish origin in Eng- 
land and Scotland. and in Europe as far east 
as Hanover and Denmark. Some of the cre- 
scent-shaped neck ornaments, the oldest of these 
treasures in our National Museum, may have 
existed from the date assigned to Queen Tailte 
by the annalists. Torques, fibulae. bracelets, 
and hair-bands of gold all belong to the Bronze 
Age in Ireland, and the numbers surviving give 
us glimpses of a people not merely ' aware cf 
arí, '/but loving beautiful things, long before 
the Jron Age and the growth of Celtic 
Weltmacht. 


THE TRUMPET PATTERN. 


From about the fourth century 
beginning of the Christian period, 
tive art was characterised by the development 
of the divergen; spiral or “ trumpet ” pattern, 
wrought to great perfection in bronze and 
stone; the gold was then either worked out cr 
diverted by surcra fames to more cogent uses. 
A few gold ornaments belonging to this time 
have been found. meluding fine collars, em- 
bossed with trumpet patierns and a lovely Tittle 
golden boat, complete with mast, main-yard, 
cers, and boat-hook, the plaything of a Kings 
child, or as archeologists will have it; a votive 
offering deposited at the church of Brugh- 
iochtar by a dyspefitic nobleman about to make 
a passage fo Scotland. 

All these works of art ‘may have bad the 
makers’ private marks on them, but, alas! they 
are unknown. It is only when we come to 
Christian times that we find the scribes setting 
the fashion of recording their names. moons | 
one remarkable scribes are named in the Annals 
of the Four Masters as having flourished in 
Ireland before 900 A.D., forty of .them between 
700 and 800. Among the oldest surviving 
specimens of their. art are the Gospels written 
by Dimma in the seventh century and the Book 
of St. Moling. 

From the eighth century we have the famous 
Book of Durrow, written by St. Columba or a 
namesake, whose illuminated pages combine the 
trumpet ornament of earlier times with the 
interlaced work wrought to such intricacy and 
perfection by succeeding generations of artists. 
Ultan, an Irish scribe who lived in England, 
is celebrated in a poem by Ethelwolf, monk of 
Lindisfarne, as one “who could adorn little 
books with elegant designs, and so rendered life 
a pleasant kind of.the highest ornaments.”’ The 
art of the Irish scribes was carried to many 
parts of Europe by missionaries, and Bede says 
that such virtue lay in their books that the 
mere “scrapings of their leaves that were 
brought out of Ireland, if: put into water and 
swallowed, were an antidote to the poison of 
serpents.”” The kill-that-cough postage stamp 
is nothing so novel, after all. 


THE BOOK OF KELLS. 


In the eighth century also is the probable 
date of the unsurpassable Book of Kells, in the 
Library of Trinity College, most wonderful of 
all manuscripts, the name of whose writer 15 
unknown. 'o the ninth century belong the 
Book of Armagh, by Ferdomnach, and Gospeis 
by Maelbrith, MacDurnan and MacRegal. 
Nepos Magleni and a manuecript by Dubthach 
preserved at Leyden. In the delineation of 
portraits, artists of elder days were no less 
hound by the conventional rules of their art 
than their brethren of the Oil Age. 

A manuscript of the twelfth century in the 
British Museum, by Maelbrighte hUa 
Maecluanaigh, contains an Irish poem giving In- 
structions for the portrayal of Christ and the 
Apostles. A translation of one stanza may be 
quoted :—‘‘ Paul, the Apostle, delightful his 
visage, With hair very beautiful, fawn-coloured. 
Until his comrades cut it short Pavl’s beard 
was truly long.” The Book of Ballymote,. by 
Manus O’Duigenan, a century later, has a 
similar set of specifications. The Rook cf i.ecan, 
produced by Donogh and Gille Isa MacFirbis, 
and the Leabhar Breac by MacKoan, are among 
celebrated manuscripts of later date. 

From the workers in other branches of de- 
corative art we have no “signed pieces " dated 
earlier than the eleventh century thanks largely 
to the Danes, i 
recious metal work of carlier date. St. 
)atrick's three emiths, “expert at shaping, 
MacCecht, Laebhan, and Fortchern, made belle 
f4r his churches, and three “ artificers 
of great skill,’’ Aesbuite, Tairill, _ and 
Tassach, made patens and chalices. Bishop 
Conla was S8t. Brigid's principal artist 
in gold, silver, and other metals. — None 
of their work, however, has been identified. 


EIGHT CENTURY FILAGREE. 


On the other hand, the makers of the Tara 
brooch—which, in fact, has nothing to do with 
Tara, or even Temair, but was found on the 
strand at Bettysto6wn—and the Ardagh chalice, 
both believed to be eighth century work, de- 
served better’ than their present anonymity. 
The Irish work of this period, especially the two 
examples quoted, with their panels of wonderful 
gold filigree work, equal in execution to the 
finest penmanship, and settings and inlays of 
amber and enamel, have probably never been 
surpassed in the arte of any country. Much of 
the labour of the scribes was expended in the 
service of the Church, and the craftsmen of the 
eleventh century made some beautiful shrines, 
or cumdachs, for those valuable books of which 
each edition was limited to one copy. We have 
the cumdachs of St. Molaise’s Gospels made by 
Gilla Baithin, of the Stowe Missal by Dunchad 
Ua Tagain, a monk of Clonmacnois, and the 
remarkable Cathach of the O’Donnells, contain- 
ing a copy of the Psalter which wae carried into 
hattle by the army of Cenel Conaill “ hung on 
the breast of.a hereditary lay priest without 
mortal sin (so far as he could help).” It was 
made’ by Sitric, son of MacAeda. Some of the 
books had also leather cases, or polaires, de- 
corated with embossed interlaced work. To this 
period belongs the famous shrine of St. 
Patrick’s bell. fashioned by Cudulig Ua 
Inmainen and. his sons. of bronze plates 
overlaid with 'silver. set with enamels, crystals, 
and panels of gold filigree and interlaced work. 
This bell shrine, like a number of other shrines, 
ie no casual treasure trove, but had a continuous 
history for many hundreds of years in the hands 
of its hereditarv keepers before it finally passed 
into the care of the Royal Irish Academy. 


THE CROSS: OF CONG. 


One of the Academy's greatest treasures is 
the Cross of Cong, made about 1123 A.D., for 
the King of Connaught and Ireland, by Mael 
Isu MacBratdan Ua Echan. It is formed of 
oak, cased in copper plates, enriched with inter- 
laced ornaments of gilt bronze; the sides are 
framed in silver, and the whole held together 
by nails ornamented with little heads of animals. 
But no mere description can do justice to the. 
splendid delicacy of such works of art. 

How many, even of those who know these 
masterpieces well by sight. have ever spared a 
thought to the names of the artists? Usually, in 
an inscription forming part of the scheme of 
decoration, their patron is first commemorated, 
and then. “ Pray for Nectan. the craftsman, 
who made this,” or some such phrase—no de- 
fiant ‘‘ Scatterwash pina.” or “ Thumbsqudger 
fecit.” An artist who thus disarms criticism 
deserves his niche in the temple of fame. But 
this is not to say that our parallelopipedists and 
paullo-post-futurists are past praying for. If 
the shades of MacRegal Nepos Magleni and 
Cudulig Ua Inmairfen stroll through the Art 
Industries Hall at Ballsbridge of an August 
evening they may see a great many things worth 
seeing. DAOCHAN.

| IRISHMEN OF

Mr. Jeines Stephens. 


AA. 
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REMEMBER well the day on which I first 
met James Stephens. I walked into a 
Dublin drawingroom one evening shortly 
after the war, and found a little man 
fondling a huge tabby cat which was in- 
sinuating itself along the curve of his arm. 
“You know, 1 am a sort of honorary 
eat and dog,” be said with a smile; ' you must 
not mind me.” And that was my introduction. 
It was not until some time afterwards that | 
learnt the identity of the Tittle man, and then 
I could have kicked. myself, for the hope of 
meeting James Stephens had been one of 
the causes that had brought me back to Ireland 
after the war. 
lt was a German who introduced me to his 
writings. One day 1 was lent a copy of the 
“Crock of Gold.’ and from that moment I 
was a hero-worshipper. In the winter of 1917, 
when the joys of a German prison camp were 
beginning to pall, some half-a-dozen enthusiasts 
used to foregather in a dreary loft, where it 
was quiet, if cold, and those of us who had a 
brogue—the majority was formed of English- 
imen—used to be deputed to read James 
Stephens aloud. In this way many a heavy 
hour was passed, and I remember how one 
Englishman wonld insist on hearing the passage 
about the meeting between Pan and the 
Philosopher—if you know your ' Crock of Gold” 
you will know it by heart—again and ayain. In 
those days Stephens was a one-book man, so far 
as we were concerned, and the result was that 
we all were almost. word-perfect within about 
a month. What endless discussions we used to 
have about the Crock. One man wanted right 
or wrong to dramatise it. Another nearly com- 
mitted suicide in trying to imitate the gyrations 
of the Philosopher in the first chapter. A 
third tried to translate the book into German. 
Our passion for the ‘* Crock of Gold’ lasted 
in its most acute form until some kind person 
sent us a copy of “Here are Ladies” The 
resulting division of opinion was almost as 
strong as if the books had been the Treaty 
and Document Number 2. All the Dubliners 
transferred their allegiance to “Here are 
Ladies.” The rest, of whom .I was one, stuck

to the “Crock of Gold.” Gradually the. little 
circle of Stephensites widened. We, who, so 
to speak, had got in on the ground floor, were 
untiring in our propaganda, and before many 
months had passed there was not a book-lover 
in that camp who did not know those two 
books from cover to cover. The dullest Saxen 
vied with the Irish in their Praise of the ** new’’ 
discovegy—for it must be remembered that at 
that time we had been for over three years 
under lock and key—and the people at home 
were pestered by requests to send out every- 
thing by James Stephens. As time went on, 
our little library was increased, and before the 
armistice I think we had copies of everything 
that this remarkable Irishman had ever written. 

His “' Insurrections ” reached our circle just 
after the Germans’ big offensive in March, 1918, 
and, needless to say, we were feeling anything 
but happy. Camp life did not conduce to even 
temper at the best of times, and just then 
nerves were very jagged and tongues were 
very sour. 

What's the use of my abuse? 
Thé world will. run 
‘Around the sun 
As it has done 
Since time begun, 
When 1 have drifted to the deuce, 
So what's the use of my abuse 5 

Those were the first words that caught my eye 
when I opened the parcel, and I blessed James 
Stephens for them. They gave us the philo- 
sophy of which we were so badly in need. 
Thenceforward the Germans ‘“ pushed,”’ eo 
far as we were concerned, án vain. 

Í know a great deal more about James 
Stephens now that I knew then, but the 
element of mystery has disappeared from his 
work, and I have never looked aj the *‘ Crock of 
Gold’’ since those far-off days. I have a sort of 
dread that it would not attract me now as it 
did then—the sort of feeling you get when you 
are about to revisit for the first time one of 
your childhood’s haunts with which are asso- 
ciated .a thousand happy memories. 

As an author, 1 think James Stephens is 
unique. There is nothing im the whole range of 
literature quite like the 'Crock of Gold.” . It ie as 
much a tour de furce as “ Alice in Wonderland,”’ 
and its appeal is even wider. ' A master of com- 
pelling, yet simple, language, Stephens leads the 
reader a delightful dance through the fantastic 
labyrinth of his facile imagination. One mement 
he is solemn as a judge, the next, like his Pan, 
he is making high merriment, mocking human 
foibles, and throwing a lL ugh into the teeth of 
fortune. Now he is with the fairies, and he is 
a fairy. Now he is of the earth, earthy, and 
the whole atmosphere’ cf his work is changed in 
a trice. This is perhaps the most remarkable 
thing about Mr. Stephens’s writing. He can. 
flit about from the supernatural to the mun- 
dane, from the highest flights of poetic fancy 
to the most prosaic and humdrum details of 
everyday life, and back again; and 
you become so. much absorbed in his 
style that you never notice the change 
until afterwards. Then you wonder how it 
was done, and you retrace your steps, but the 
trick is as elusive as the genius of the author, 
and you are at a loss to explain it until you 
remember that James Stephens is an Irishman. 
His work, at any rate his prose work, bears 
a strangely close analogy to the Irish charac- 
ter. It is full of contradictions. Yet there 
is a continuity about its very. changes which 

ives it personality, while its mixture of arft- 

ulness and engaging simplicity gives it a won- 
derful charm. 

You never could mistake a book by James 
Stephens for a book by anybody else. H. G. 
Wells, Compton Mackenzie, Gilbert Cannan, 
W. L. George, and all the other so-called 
moderns, are much of a muchness so far as 
style is concerned. They have their little 
tricks it is true, but they are artificial, and in 
the last analysis any one of them might have 
written any of the others’ books. Stephéns’s 
style, on the other hand, is as distinctive as 
that of Sterne or Mozart, Epstein or Mr. Punch. 
If is intensely individual, and does not bear 
the slightest trace of effort or strain. If you 
take one of Sterhens’s books—‘' The Crock,” 
“Here are Ladies,” ‘* Demigods,”’ ‘* Char- 
‘woman’s Daughter,” whichever you will—you 
will not be able to leave it down until you 
have finished it. The easy, flowing, fascin- 
ating style simply carries you along, while the 
exquisite subtleties of the man’s mind entrance 
you. People who think themselves superior 
sometimes sneer at Stephens. A literary char- 
-‘Jatan, 1 once beard him called. What non- 
sense ! Intellectual sincerity is the keynote of 
his work, and when he is most amusing he 
often is most sincere. '“ There are lumps in 
it,” grumbles the Philosopher when he tastes 
his wife’s porridge. ‘‘ Buffoonery,”’ growls the 
Philistine, content with his stodgy novel á la 
‘Sinister Street.” But it is not buffoonery. 
It is life, and Stephens knows it. 

He is a Dubliner pur sang, and there are 
few more charming pictures of life in the Írish 
capital than that which is contained in the 
2. Sisonnnnoihhh Daughter.’ It may be sordid 
in places, if you like, but how true it all is 
and how deeply James Stephens has probed 
beneath the skin. Mary Makebelieve is an alto- 
gether delightful person, and she could inhabit 
no other city in Europe save Dublin. In this 
girl Stepbeng has revealed the soul of Dublin 
to those who have eyes to see it and the heart 
to understand. Unlike Mr. O'Riordan, in '' Adam 
of Dublin,’ he does not spoil his effect by ex- 

geration; every line is true to life, even 
ware it is coloured by the 
most imaginative fantasy. This quality of 
literary restraint is one of Mr. Stephens’s most 
noteworthy characteristics. It saves him from 
a fault which has marred so much good work 
in Ireland. It distinguishes the artist from the 
mere journeyman. . 

lt is impossible within the limits of a news- 
paper article to give an idea of Mr. Stephens’s 
style. You must read him for yourself to 
appreciate it. Some of bis poetry is of a high 
standard, although it may not reach the level 
of. his remarkable prose. For he is a prose 
writer par excellenec. To attempt to analyse, 
his charm as a writer would be as im- 


posible as to attempt to analyse

THE SNIPE BOG. 
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Home of the Orchis. 
EYOND ihe glen the river broadens out, 
and grassy hills slope away from it to 
sorse-clad summits. Between the river 
and the hill lies a wide marsh, which 
urains the water from the higher ground 
and is tilled with the black adhesive mould 
beloved of the real bog plants.

ground tor the trees, from which they hang 
long pendant blossoms. Many of these mar- 
vellous plants can be seen in the tropical house 
at Glasuevin.

Thougi we cannot boast of such wondrous 
‘forms and colours as these, yet the orchis family 
in this country can show many a curious shape, 
most of them beautiful and some of wondertul 
tvagrance. 
the butterfly, the fly and spider orchis all 
bear some resemblauce to the object after 
which “they have been named. Some of the 
most curious are, unturtunately, very rarely or 
never met im Ireland. The Suipe Bog, however, 
can show many an. interesting species. In carly 
spring tlie ficids above the bog are covered 
with the early purple orchis, which is, perhaps, 
the most common of all. A little later its 
placo is taken by theo spotted  orchis, 
which increases in size as it reaches 
the bog,, where it grows im _ stately 
spikes. it is a puzzling flower to the umimitiated, 
tor it varies greatly im most of: ils vharacteris- 
tics. Asa rule it is of a delicate lilae shade, with 
its lip veined with deep purple, but sometimes 
it ie to be found dressed: in pink, and oftener 
in pure white. It starts life with a dense head 
of blussom, which lengthens as it grows older. 


A GALLANT FLOWER. 


But far handsomer than either of these is the 
gallant Marsh Orchis, splashing the bog with 
is deep crimson flowers towurds the end of 
June. It is a true denizen of the marsh, and 
stands a foot or more above the Carex which 
grows about its feet, making a fine contrast to 
the golden water flags nearer the stream. On a 
drier bank at one end of the marsh is a patch 
of pink, a true pink, without the least sbade of 
magenta, and as we Pear it the wind brings the 
delicious scent of the Fragrant Gymnadenia, the 
most sweetly scented of all our native orchises. 
Another orchis with a perfume, though very 
delicate, is the Butterfly Orchis, which spreads 
its white wings in July and August Near 
Glendalough some of the low-lying meadows are 
sheeted with this lovely plant. In Normandy 
it grows in the woods to the height of two or 
three feet, and in the dusky shadows the blos- 
soms look like a flight of white-winged imsects 
poised on the wing. 

The Common Twayblade grows near the Marsh 
Orchise and though by no means a rare plant, 
it never fails to interest us with its long spike 
of curious green flowers and iis two large egg- 
shaped leaves. In the wetter portions 1s to be 
found the treasured Marsh Heleborine, a 
tiful and rare plant in Ireland. 

But besides these dain@y flowers there 
strange fierce plants in the bog, which suck the 
blood of living creatures. On a long slender 
stem the Butterwort bears a flower like a 
violet, beautiful to behold, but beneath this 
vision of delight, its leaves are a veritable 
cemetery of unfortunate imsects which have 
been lured to their destruction by the sticky 
mucilaginous drops which cover the cosette- 
like leaves. These small creatures, when 
caught, quickly die, and the nitrogen contained 
in their .bodies is absorbed by the leaf. In 
certain places the bog water is sour, and ¢e- 
ficient in nitrogenous matter, which is neces- 
sary to the life of the plant, and it makes 
good its requirements by the capture of these 
victims. Another of these murderous plants is 
the crimson-leaved sundew Its fleshy leaves 
are covered with hairs, each with a suspended 
drop of gummy liquid, which attracts the 
foolish insect wandering near and lures it to 
its death. 

In the quiet water drains lives the Bladder- 
wort, with its bright yellow flowers. Beneath 
the surface on the submerged leaves are little 
bladders, to which valves give entrance. In 
through these valves, which open inwards, 
€éreep water fleas and such minute creatures, 
which unable to get out, perish miserably, and 
furnish the plant with useful constituents from 
their unhappy remains. 7 


THE SNIPE'S FLIGHT. 


The real owners of the bog, however, are 
not the flowers and insects, but: the snipe, 
which go up from under our feet with a minia- 
ture explosion every few yards. We can hear 
the harsh cry of “ Sca-ap’’ from all 
place—not at all the cry that might be ex- 
pected from this wild creature, for, truth to 
tell. it savours of the farmyard quack, though 
with a difference. Up goes the snipe with 
a rush and a wild zig-zag that many a 
time has saved it from the gunner. Then 4 
straight, long flight, and it circles round the 
bog in a wide sweep, rising higher till it can 
be seen far against the blue, with fluttering 
wings. Then, suddenly, it planes downwards 
with outstretched steadv, wings, and a weird 
drumming noise comes down the wind. How 
this curious noise is made has provided a happy 
debating ground for the naturalist for many a 
year, but it has now been decided that. it is 
made by the rush of the wind against the outer 
feathers of the tail, and also possibly against 
the primaries of the wings. When the plane 
downwards is finished the bird rises again, and 
on the rise no drumming noise is made, but re- 
again with the next downward

Certain it is that the bog would lose half 


its charm if the drumming snipe were absent, 
for it is hardly large enough to give asylum 
to most of the marsh birds. Nevertheless, far 
above it. the curlew whistles, and near the 
stream dart dozens of Sand Martins, who have 
their home in a sand pit near by, and spend the 
dav with the wagtails, catching giddy insects 
above the stream. 

For us the bog is a beautiful and wonderful 
place, made fragrant by the water-mint and 
bog myrtle, whose essences are distilled by the 
sunshine. But for all who waft through life on 
gossamer wing it is a terrible and bloodthirsty 
place, a spot to be shunned by the sapient 
midge.

Hitherto Mr. Stephens 
had had every normal, young man's distaste 
for “‘highbrow ”’ literature, but to his astonish- 
ment he discovered that Browning was a very 
readable author after all, and decided to try 
his own hand at the game of verse making. 
Within a month he had a volume ready, and 
never looked back from that day. The transi- 
tion from Browning to Blake was automatic.

He has published nothing of importance 
since his wonderful! fairy tales, the 
first of which must be numbered among the 
dozén best short stories in the literature of 
Europe.

THE REGISTRY OF DEEDS. 


Some Interesting Relics—Swift and Vanessa—

T a recent meeting of the Statistical 
Society, a paper dealing principally 
with the subject of registration of 
deeds was read by Mr. Joseph 
Maguire, and in the course of the 

discussion which foliowed the statement was 
made that the Registry of Deeds, Ireland, con- 
tained in its records a most valuable storehouse 
ot history. 

This is no exaggeration. When it is realised 
that the Registrar is custodian of more than. 
two millions of original documents, consisting 
of memorials of canveyances, mortgages, family 
settlements, and assurances generally, the truth 
of the statement cannot, be gainsaid. These 
muniments correspond to a period of 214 years 
of Irish national life, the Registry having been 
estabiished by Act of Parliament in 1708. The 
purport of the Statute was to help the enforce- 
ment of the Penal Law, by which a Catholic 
was declared incapable of holding property in 
Ireland, this being clearly set out in the pre- 
amble, which proceeds as follows :— 

For securing purchasers, preventing forgeries, and 
fraudulent gifts and conveyauces of 
ments, and hereditaments which 
frequently practised in this Kingdom; especially 
by Papists, tu the great prejudice of the irotestant 
interest. etc. 

Strange to relate, however, the “ Papist”’ 
used the department thus instituted to protect 
himself; he conveyed by means of a registered 
deed his property to a friendly Protestant td 
hold in trust for him, and so evaded the law. 
There is. no recorded instance m which the 
trustee betrayed the confidence reposed in him. 

Previous to the repeal of the Penal Lewe the 
Registry of Deeds had come to be recognised at 
its true value —that of an important and very 
necessury department in connection with the 
trantser of estate in land in Ireland. This was 
due to the fact that many important 
gained priority by the fact of being registered; 
and as a consequence it followed that. ‘wm order 
to obtain a clear * title’’ where transfer of an 
interest in land took phace, records in the 
Registry should be “‘searched against '" (j.¢., 
examined) for the purpose. of disclosing 
memorials of any deeds relating to the, property 
in question of which the purehaser or other 
interested party might not have bad prior know- 
ledge. This latter is one of the principa) func- 
tions at present discharged in the department. 


QUEEN ANNE’S PURCHASE. 


Apart, however, from the important informa- 
tion obiamed in the course of this necessary 
examination of decuments, the ‘“ Searcher ” 
constantly meets with items of historigal, per- 
sonal, or llerary interest. The following few 
examples will serve to illustrate tine. . 

Queen Anne’ is described in a memorial (1710) 
as “‘the purchase ” of premises (including 
"The Swan Tavern’’) on the street of Cork 
Hill. 

Jonathan Swift, Dean of St. Patrick's, ap- 
pears in a memorial (1716) granting premises in 
the town of .Trim, and the document 
that the property had been conveyed to 
Dean by Miss Esther Jotinston, of Dublin. This 
fact might serve to throw some light on the 
assumption of. the Dean’s  bidgrapher—Mr. 
Craik—that in 1716 Swift was secretly married 
to ‘* Stella.” : 

Miss Van Homrigh, according to a memorial 
(1718), agrees to abate the rent of a brew-house 
in Hawkins street in the event of the lessee 
“loosing or being deprived of th» half-brewing 
to Trimity College, near Dublin’ and the 
memorial of her will (1723), in which the Dean's 
name did not appear, naturaily recalls to mind 
the stormy scene at Celbridge in which Swift 
finally broke with '' Vanessa.” 

The Goldsmith family, according to the 
records, were engaged in many transactions con- 
nected with their property. One document is 
especially interesting—a memorial of a deed 
(1744) by which Mrs. Ann Goldsmith, widow, 
of Lissoy, Co. Longford, and her son, Henry 
Goldsmith, make a settlement on Miss Jane 
Uoldsmith. <A witness to the deed -is described 
as ' Oliver Goldsmith, of Turlough, Co. Galway, 
gentleman.” This witnessing evidently took 
place when Oliver, as Thackeray wrote, “ lived | 
tor years the life of a buckeen, passed a 
month with this relation and that, a year with 
one patron, a great deal of time at the public- 
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In the year 1780, the “ minutes of- sederunt 
of a meeting on board the *Shilaleh,’ privateer 
or armed ship,” was registered. ‘This was for 
the purpose of safeguarding the officers and 
crew as regards their shares of the money ob- 
tained from the sale of indigo skins and other 
merchandise on the prize ship ' Victorta,’’ cap- 
tured from the enemy and then lying 
at the Port of Dublin. That this class 
of business was conducted on methodical lines 
is clear from a document dated 1769, in 
which all ships ready or micht thereafter 
be captured” are to be held in trust for the 
gentlemen of the “ Shilaleb.” 


LORD GEORGE SACKVILLE. 


The name of Lord George Germaine, then 
Secretary of State tor America, occurs in the 
memorial of a Settlement (October, 1781), 
made on the occasion of his daughter's engage- 
ment in marriage to Mr. Herbert, of Muckross: 
The deed was signed by Lord George a few 
days before the “Capitulation of Yorktown,” 
an event which marked the failure of the final 
effort to subdue the Colonists, led to the fall of 
Lord North’s Ministry, and practically ended 
the War of Independence. It is interesting to 
note in this connection that Lord George Ger 
maine was the person who, as Lord George 
Sackville, had been dismissed the British Army 
for his failure to bring the English cavalry into 
action when ordered to do so by. Prince 
Ferdinand, at the Battle of Minden (1759). 

‘The memorials of the last twenty yeare of 
the 18th century form a rich field for historical 
research, recording, as they do, many names 
and actions of the principal men of the time, 
interspersed with various quaint and = curious 
fragments relative to the everyday life of the 
masses. ‘Thus:—Luke White in 1783 lets his 
oihee, desks, etc., in Crampton Court for the 
purpose of carrying out a lottery, and covenants 
that ‘‘his two clerks, Arthur Grueber and 
Wilham Doyle, will duly punctually, honestly, 
and faithfully assist,’ William Spotswood “ as 
much ae in their power lies in managing, con- 
ducting,”’ etc., all business in relation to the 
Irish Lottery, to be drawn in the then month 

f June. Luke White was one of several book- 
ellers, wlio at that time held shops in Cramp- 
on Court, and if tradition speaks true, made a 
handsome fortune out of the lottery business 

The memorial of the Will of Mary McKenna 
includes amongst its bequests “the money aris- 
ing out of the robery committed on my son 
and me in the County of Meath on the 15th 
October, 1783,” and the secret sale of her mill 
by the eldest son is given as the reason of 
Mary's legacy to him being “1s. only, and na 
more.” In a memorial of the year 179% the 
name “ Robert Emmett, jun..” jis Aub- 
scribed as a _ witness. The handwriting 
is loose and unformed, and rather expressive 
of a tendency to be rash. In a marriage 
settlement (1798) a gentleman resident in Wales 
in return for the bride’s fortune puts into trust 
“all that edifice or building commonly known 
and used as the Parliament House, situate in 
the City of Dublin,” and then leased to the 
Crown for 1,000 years at a rent of £240. 

Henry Grattan, in the fateful year of 1800, 
lad the distinction of having one of his 4etters 
registered as a deed; the witness to the memorial 
making oath that he “knew Henry Grattan 
and .did often see him write his name.” The 
actuality of “the Union ” is evident from a 
memorial of a deed (1801) in which Earl 
Glandore assigns portion of ‘the interest on 
£15,000, a sum allowed! as compensation for the 
loss of the right of nominating a member for 
the Borough of Ardfert to the Irish Parliament. 
In the memorials of 1805 appears the record of 
the transfer of the Houses of Parliament to the 
Bank of Ireland, the premises being therein de- 
scribed as ‘‘ situate on the south side of College 
Green.’ The Lord Lieutenant had suggested 
portion of the vacated houses for the accom- 
modation of the Registry of Deeds, but the 
proposal was evidently not acceptable to the 
Government. 


THE IRON DUKE. 


During the opening period of the nineteenth 
century, when all Europe was ‘Yn arms, the 
Duke of Wellington, then Sir Arthur Wellesley, 
spent some time in the year 1806 in Ireland 
Whilst his future opponent, Napoleon, was 
marching from victory to victory, receiving the 
submission of European monarchs, Sir Arthur 
was attending to his own family affairs: his 
signature and that of Lady Wellesley being 
appended to the memorial 6f a deed in connec- 
tion with the lady's fortune (1806). . 

The memorial of a mortgage dated 1819 is 
signed by an Irish marquis. The deed was 
registered to secure a gambling debi of £27,954 
12s. 4d. to the notorious Colonel O’Keily, an 
Irish blackleg, whose horse ran second in the 
first race for the Derby. 

In the period (1800-1830) the outcry against 
the system of slavery was making itself heard. 
It is, therefore, relevant to mention that trans- 
actions connected with the ownership of slaves 
are actually recorded in the Registry of Deeds. 
Thus, a marriage settlement is registered (1829) 
in which, in addition to property m Ireland, 
lands in the West Indies and “a fourth of the 
cattle. and stock of negroes thereon” are put 
into trust by the worthy lady about to enter 
the bonds of matrimony; and a mostenge by a 
well-known Irish family is also registered, which 
includes " all slaves born, or to bern,” on 


certain Colonial gstates. Legislation put an end | 


to the slave trade in. all British Dominions in 
1954, and thereatier no reierewce to human 
chattels sullies the records. 

In striking contrast to thy 
obPious m the two last mentioned deeds, we 
have the sentimental value attached ia the 
ring given by Queen Anne to George vans, 
atterwards Lord Carbery. The ring ts specili- 
cally mentioned in two memorials (1854) and 
was apparently much treasured by its successive 
owners.
